The  publication  by  the  Medical  Research  Gouncil  of  their  report  on 
lung  cancer  in  June,  1957,  v;as  undoubtedly  the  most  important  public 
health  event  of  tlie  year.  It  had  for  some  years  been  suspected  that 
there  might  be  some  connection  betv/een  tobacco  smoking  and  the  development 
of  lung  cancer  in  a  certain  number  of  cases,  but  until  the  Medical 
Research  Gouncil  published  the  results  of  tl]eir  enquiry  there  was  not  a 
completely  satisfactory  foundation  for  such  a  belief,  so  far  as  this 
country  was  concerned,  althou/Ui  enquiries  in  other  countries  had  shov/n 
that  there  was  much  evidence  to  support  it. 

The  report  of  the  Ifcdical  Resoarch  Gouncil  demonstrated  quite 
clearly  that  there  was  a  far  higher  death  rate  from  lung  cancer  among 
smokers,  especially  cigarette  smokers,  than  amon(’  non-smokors,  and  further 
that  the  death  rate  among  smokers  rose  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
tobacco  smoked. 
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The  question  of  whether  snokiii/i,  ospocially  heavy  snokinp,,  i3  a 
direct  cause  of  lunfi  cancer  is  not  suscoiafciblo^of  cirec  ^ 

of  course,  inpossible  to  carry  out  humn  experincnts  in  sikj.i  ^  ^ ^  ^ 

and  exijerinonts  on  aninals  my  bo  rilsloaciinc .  Tho  ovicenoe  c  > 

however,  was  so  strilcinc  tliat  tho  Govermient  accepto..  le 
Report  of  tho  Medical  Research  Coiricil  should  bo  brouajit  exj.octiyoly  to 
public  notice,  and  tho  risks  riado  known  to  tnoso  v/ho  3no.:.o  in  any  orn, 

Tho  whole  subject  is,  of  course,  ono  of  very  great  interest. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  snokiiig  as  a  lis.bit  is  widely  approve  .  n^a 
social  classes,  and  in  mny  snokors  there  is  a  strong 
reluctance  to  agreeing  that  snokiii'  r.iay  cause  cancer. 

are  large  financial  interests  involved,  vjiiich  quite  naturally  use  wna  - 
over  evidence  is  available  to  attenpt  to  disprove  tho  theory  ^ 
snokin^g  is  a  cause  of  lung  cancer,  and  have  in  fact  devoted  considerable 
efforts  to  this  end.  It  is  quite  otvvious,  too,  that  should  the  nation 
as  a  whole  suddenly  abandon  tobacco  snoking,  the  revenue ^would  be 
adversely  affected,  and  o:d:ra  taxation  would  have  to  be  inposed  in  otnor 
forms,  on  smokers  and  nour-smOiZers  alike. 

There  is  some  evidence  that  other  factors,  iii  adoitioxi  to  smoking, 
are  a  cause  of  lung  cancer,  especially  certain  industrial  processes, 
which,  however,  are  not  comon  in  this  country.  It  is  probable,  too, 
that  atmospheric  pollution  rxiy  be  ci  cause  of  lung  cancer  and  that,  apart 
from  other  considoratioi^s,  it  is  on  these  grounds  alone  extremely 
desirable  to  reduce  such  pollution  as  much  as  jxssible,  an  end,  however, 
which  is  by  no  means  oasy  to  attain  in  our  ]iighly  industrialised 
manufacturing  areas. 


It  may  be  logical  to  ask  -  v;hat  of  the  future?  Tho  present 
number  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  in  this  country  now  amounts  to  some¬ 
thing  like  18,000  per  annu'i,  aixl  lung  cancer  is  nov/  the  most  comn:on  form 
of  cancer  in  men.  My  ovni  view  is  that  deaths  from  lung  cancer  v/ill 
continue  to  increase  in  this  country  and  that  there  is  in  actual  fact 
little  prospect  of  reducing  them  for  r.niiy  years.  From  own  oiiquirios, 
I  am  lead  to  believo  that  a  certain  imiber  of  paronts  do  very  little  to 
discourage  tho  habit  cf  smolang  amaTg  their  oVor  clxUdran  and  tin  publ?n  as  a 
whole  seen  largely  indifferent  to  the  problem.  It  rxiy  bo  pointed,  out, 
however,  that  giving  up  smoking  at  any  ago  vdJ-1  very  considerably  reduce 
the  risk  of  developing  lung  cancer  and  as  tho  Chief  MedD-cal  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  Ministry  of  Health  ronarks  in  his  report  for  195^, 
habitual  sr.iokcrs  are  thus  deprived  of  tlio  consolation  of  "it  *3  too  late 
for  mo  to  stop  now". 


Tho  possibility  of  tho  early  diagnosis  of  lung  cancer,  among  those 
likely  to  bo  affected,  at  a  stage  when  an  operation  rxiy  reasonably  bo 
expected  to  bo  successful,  has  frequently  been  discussed.  At  tho 
present  time,  v^hilo  there  are  sono  grounds  for  hoping  that  future 
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nodical  resoarch  nay  nake  such  early  diof^nosis  possiblo,  this  i3  not  to 
bo  oxpocted  in  the  imediate  future.  Interest in^'^  v/ork,  however,  is 

being  carried  out  in  tliis  country  and  in  the  United  States  and  elso- 
whoro,  regarding  the  early  diagnosis  of  various  types  of  cancer,  inclu¬ 
ding  lung  cancer,  and  the  picture  my  possibly  ciiango  gradually  within 
the  next  few  years. 


II']FI,UEnZA 


In  comon  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  Salisbury  aiid  the  surround¬ 
ing  districts  v/ere  severely  affected  by  the  outbreak  of  influenza,  which 
occurred  in  the  Autu]'.in  of  1957,  The  imidenco  was  at  first  nost  narked 
among  children  and  reports  tov/ards  the  end  of  Soptonbor,  1957,  indicated 
that  large  nunbers  of  children  wore  absent  from  school  suffering  fror.i 
influenza,  in  a  noro  or  less  serious  forn.  In  the  great  mjority  of 
cases  the  children  recovered  fairly  rapidly,  a.nd,  conplications  were 
unusual.  Among  some  of  the  earliest  cases  to  bo  reported  were  girls 
returning  from  the  north  of  Englajid  to  a  large  girls’  school  in  the 
Cityj  it  is  in  fact  probable  tlvat  sons  of  these  children  returned  at 
the  end  of  the  sunner  holidays  while  incubating  the  disease.  The 
onset  of  symptoms  was  often  rapid,  children  frequently  being  affected 
during  school  hours  after  having  gone  to  school  in  the  nornin;^ 
apparently  quite  well.  At  the  height  of  the  epidemic  among  cliildren, 
which  lasted  about  a  month,  approximtely  a  third  of  the  children  wore 
away  from  school. 

The  disease  qioickly  showed  itself  among  adults,  and  there  was  a 
certain  amount  of  evidence  thst  it  vra.s  frequently  taken  into  households 
by  school  children,  as  they  were  often  the  first  members  of  the  family 
to  be  affected.  There  was  a  rise  of  about  45  per  cent  in  the  number  of 
claims  for  sick  benefit  rndo  on  the  3.ocal  bra.nch  of  the  Ministry  of 
National  Insurance  at  the  end  of  September  and  by  the  middle  of  October 
the  claims  for  sick  benefit  had  risen  to  five  to  si:c  times  the  norml 
for  the  time  of  year.  This  figure  gradually  declined  during  the  second 
half  of  October,  and  by  the  end  of  November  the  figure  was  very  littlo 
higher  than  the  norml  rate  for  the  time  of  year. 

Fortunately  the  great  majority  of  cases  v/ere  fairly  mild  in 
character  and  complications,  owing  to  modern  drugs,  were  relatively'' 
infrequent.  Only  tv/o  deaths  occiu'red,  both  cases  being  men*  this 
figure  is  of  course  a  marked  contrast  to  the  great  mortality  of  previous 
epidemics  of  influenza.

VJlnile  there  was  an  inprovenent  as  regards  innunisation  agarnst 
both  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  for  cliildron  under  one  year  of  age, 
it  is  rather  disappointing  to  record  that  there  was  a  falling  off  in 
the  number  of  children  agod  1  —  5  years  receiving  prii.iary  iinnunisation 

compared  with  1956.

Vaccination  aaainst  Si.q.11pqx 

Vaccination  against  si.iallpox  is  uxlortaken  by  gei'ieral  medical 
practitioners  in  the  City  uxler  orranf'er.xints  rAade  privately. 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  nmber  of  children  under  one  year  of  af,e  who  have  boon 
vaccinated  corapored  with  1955  and  1956,  as  vaccination  is  partici^arly 
important  in  this  age  group.  At  the  sane  tine,  the  nw-iber  vaccina-ted 
during  1957  represents  only  51*77%  of  the  total  number  of  children 
born  during  the  year.

Vaccination  against  Poliorgyelit  is 

Vaccination  of  children  against  polior.iyelitis,  which  began  in  1956, 
continued  during  1957,  and  large  numbers  of  children  in  the  City  were 
given  the  necessary  injections  either  at  maternity  and  child  welfa^re 
centres,  at  school  clinics  or  at  schools  by  members  of  the  County  Council 
medical  staff.  Unfortunately,  the  County  Council,  as  local  health 
authority,  has  not  been  able  to  provide  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  the 
County  with  figures  for  the  nmber  of  children  -vaccinated  in  any  particu¬ 
lar  district,  and  for  this  reason  I  an  -unable  to  give  the  necessary 
statistics  for  children  li-vlng  in  the  City. 

The  scheme  ^^ra•s  undoubtedly  widely  welcomed  by  large  nmbers  of 
parents,  and  has  to  a  certain  extent  ine-vltably  ov’Brshadov.’ed  the 
importance  of  immunisation  against  both  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  in 
the  minds  of  the  general  public.  In  view  of  the  draratic  nature  of 
poliori^relitis,  and  the  fact  that  for  so  may  years  parents  u^orwent  the 
annual  anxiety  during  seasons  idien  it  was  prevalent,  of  considering  how 
they  co-uld  safeguard  their  children  against  the  risk  of  infection,  it  is 
not  s-urprising  that  the  new  medical  discovery  of  -vaccination  against 
poliomyelitis  was  one  of  the  min  topics  of  discussion,  and  the  amount 
of  work  required  to  carry  o-ut  the  programr-ie  represented  a  -very  hea-vy 
responsibility  for  the  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council.  The 
difficulties  were  to  a  certain  extent  enlianced  by  the  fact  that  the 
vo-ccine  used  has  to  bo  kept  at  a  low  temperature  and  transport  difficul¬ 
ties  to  mintain  this  had  to  be  overcome.  In  my  opinion,  the  scheme 
was  carried  out,  so  far  as  Salisbury  is  concerned,  with  commendable 
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efficiency  by  the  County  Health  Deport nent,  and  when,  as  was  occasionally 
inevitable,  sr.iall  difficulties  arose,  parents  and  the  general  public  v/ere 
nost  co-operative  in  helping  to  s"iooth  then  out. 

Vaccination  with  B.C.G. 

A  certain  nuj-iber  of  children  v7ho  have  boon  exposed  to  a  risk  of 
infection  with  tuberculosis  receive  B.C.G.  vaccination,  under  arrange¬ 
ments  made  by  the  Wiltshire  County  Council,  at  the  Chest  Clinic, 

Salisbury  General  Iiifirmary. 

In  addition,  the  County  Council,  as  Local  Health  Authority,  put 
into  force  during  1955  a  scheme  under  which  children  nearing  school 
leaving  age  should,  where  advisable,  and  subject  to  their  parents’ 
consent,  be  vaccinated  against  tuixrculosis  with  B.C.G.  at  schools  and 
school  clinics. 

Figures  for  the  nuriber  of  school  leavers  who  were  Heaf  tested  and/ 
or  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  during  1957  are  unfortunately  not  avai^ble, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  records  for  this  work  were  destroyed  d^ing 
a  fire  which  occurred  at  the  County  Hall  on  tlie  10th  January ,  195  •

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The  Do-urnor.iouth  I'Subture  I4asr3'  Ra.cliofjraphy  Unit  visited  the  City 
diiring  the  year,  and  a  total  of  11,335  persons  attended.  This  was  a 
considerable  increaso  in  the  nml'.ors  dnrin/r  previous  visits  of 
Miniature  ^bss  Radiography  Units  to  the  City,  the  numbers  attending  in 
1955  being  7,504,  in  1953  being  6,24/^,  in  1952  being  7,0l6  and ^ in  1951 
being  5,208.  The  satisfactory  increase  in  the  numbers  attending 
during  the  visit  which  took  place  in  1957  was  no  doubt  very  largely  due 
to  the  fact  that  for  a  considerable  portion  of  its  visit  the  I'fess 
Radiography  Unit  was  prominently  situated  either  on  the  Guildhall  Square 
or  on  The  Greencroft.  The  Director  of  the  liass  Radiography  Unit  in  a 
letter  to  the  City  Council,  expressed  his  thanks  for  the  arrangements 
made  in  this  respect  by  the  Council  and  their  Officials. 

As  a  result  of  the  visit  of  the  Unit,  40  persons  were  referred 
either  to  the  Salisbury  Chest  Clinic,  to  Hospital,  or  to  their  own 
doctor  and  of  these  16  were  found  to  be  active  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

REI40VAL  TO  SUCTAiilE  PREiilSES  OF  PERSONS  IN  LEED  GF  CARE 

AI®  ATTEHTION 


During  1957,  two  elderly  women  were  removed  to  suitable  premises 
under  Orders  made  by  a  Magistrate  under  the  Nationa.l  Assistance 
(Amendment)  Act,  1951.  Ibe  first  case  wan  removed  to  Salisbury 
General  Infirmary  on  the  23rd  hlay,  1957,  and.  the  second  case  to  Meyrick 
Close  on  the  11th  December,  1957.  In  one  other  case,  an  elderly 
woman  living  alone  regarding  whom  such  action  might  have  become 
advisable,  it  was  possible  to  persuade  the  person  concerned  to  enter 
Fording bridge  Infirmary, 


Several  other  cases  were  investigated  during  the  year  in  vjhich, 
however,  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  official  action,  the  family 
doctors  assuming  responsibility. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

No  restrictions  i\rere  imposed  during  the  year  by  reason  of  lack  of 
waier  at  source,  but  the  plant  was  rum-iing  very  near  to  capacity,  ^  The 
supply  is  derived  from  two  wells,  and  samples  are  taken  for  bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  before  and  after  clfLorination  at  both  pumping 
stations  each  week,  or  more  often  if  necessary.  Non-faecal  coliform 
organisms  v/ere  found  in  small  numbers  before  chlorination  in  two 
samples  from  one  well,  and  in  one  sample  from  the  other  well. 

Samples  taken  from  both  wells  after  ch-lorination  were  found  to 
be  free  from  evidence  of  pollution. 
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Nine  samples  were  talcan  by  tli0  Public  Health  Inspector  dipping  the 
yoar  from  9  private  wells  supplyiag  dairies  o.nd  other  industrial 
premises  in  the  City.  Of  these,  4  showed  no  evidence  of  pollution  and 
one  shov/od  a  very  small  degree  of  pollution,  one  a  moderate  dei^ree,  one 
a  considerable  degree  and  one  a  gross  degree  of  pollution,  v/ith  non- 
faecal  coliform  organisms.

SEWAGE  Ai^ID  RLPUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  greater  part  of  the  sewage  from  the  City  is  dealt  with  at  the 
Corporation  sewage  works,  the  effluent  and  storm  overflow  being  dis¬ 
charged  into  the  River  Avon,  These  works  are  frequently  overloaded, 
the  main  reason  for  this  being  that  although  they  have  been  enlarged 
from  time  to  time,  they  were  original3.y  constructed  to  deal  v/ith  a  much 
smaller  volume  of  sewage  than  that  which  now  reaches  them.  They  can 
only  give  full  treatment  without  deterioration  in  effluent  quality  to 
2.33  times  the  dry  weather  flow.  Flows  betv/een  2,33  times  and  4*05 
times  the  dry  weather  flov/  are  passed  to  the  storm  filter,  ai]d  all  flow 
in  excess  of  the  latter  figure  is  screened  anl  passed  direct  to  the 
river. 


Sewage  which  is  not  passed  to  the  works  is  treated  at  a  sewage 
farm  at  Bomerton,  on  the  outskirts  of  the  City,  This  farm,  which  is 
very  efficiently  managed,  and  gives  no  grounds  for  complaint,  is 
however,  not  sufficiently  largo  to  easily  accept  the  loading  applied  to 

it . 


It  is  understood  that,  following  discussions  between  the  City 
Engineer  and  the  Ministry,  detailed  plans  are  now  almost  complete  for 
a  new  sewage  works  to  replace  the  present  sewage  works  and  se\^ge  farm. 
These  v/orks  would  bo  on  the  outskirts  of  the  City,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  their  construction  will  begin  in  the  near  future. 
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HOUSING  ArlD  SLUI4  GIIi:.AIlA.NCE 

The  work  of  tho  Public  Health  DGp?.rtinont  in  connection  with 
housing  has  not  materially  changed,  and  a  largo  number  of  apj)lica  ions 
for  Council  houses  were  investigated  during  the  yeojr.  ^  iho  usua.l 
reasons  for  such  investigations  were  the  presence  of  illness  in  e 
family  concerned,  due  to  unliealthy  accoiTunodation,  or  else  tha  over¬ 
crowding  was  occurring. 

High  priority  for  ro-housing  was  given  to  oases  of  pulmon^y 
tuberculosis,  and  the  usual  close  co-operation  between  the  Chest 
Physician  of  the  Salisbury  District  Hospital  Group  and  ra^^self  ^  this 
matter  was  maintained.  Slum  clearance  ha-s  continued 
the  figures  for  this  are  given  in  tho  Annua.l  Report  of  the  Senior 

Public  Health  Inspector.

48  preliminary  housing  ropo^ir  notices  and  14  statutory  notices  were 
served;  52  preliminary  notices  (includiiig  those  outstanding  from  1956) 
and  12  statutory  noticos  had  been  complied  v/ith  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

More  inspections  viero  imdo  of  dwellings ^  caravans ^  xood  preparing 
promises  and  dairies,  including  43  inspections  uixler  the  Rent  Act,  1957 
and  545  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

There  ws-s  an  incroase  in  tho  number  of  visits  made  in  respoct^of 
unsound  food  (l89)  but  a  reduction  (49  compared  with  78  in  the  ^previous 
year)  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  and  food  poisoning. 

All  plans  received  in  the  City  Engineer's  DGpartnK)nt  rolating  to 
the  construction  or  re— pla^nning  of  shops,  warehouses,  factories,  cafes 
and  other  premises  with  i^iich  the  Public  Health  Depa.rtment  is  concerned 
are  examined  for  compliance  with  the  relative  statutes  administered  by 
this  Department. 

Rag  Flock  and  other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951 

This  Act  places  a  duty  on  the  local  authority  to  secure  the 
inspection  of  premises  registered  or  licensed  by  then,  and  to  enforce 
the  law  with  a  view  to  securing  tlie  use  of  clean  filliiitg  materials. 
"Registered"  premises  are  those  wliich  use  fillings  in  tho  upholstery 
of  new  furniture,  bedding,  toys,  baby  carriages  and  other  articles; 
"licensed"  premisos  arc  those  in  which  reg  flock  is  mnufacturod  or 
stored  for  delivery  to  registered  premisos. 
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Tho  Medical  Officer  of  Health  aixl  Public  Plealth  Inspectors  are, 
by  virtue  of  their  appoint  no  nts,  ’’authorised  officers"  under  the  Act, 

As  previously  menfcioned,  all  the  natcrials  usod  in  tne  upholstery 
trade  in  the  City  come  from  sources  v/hero  the  British  Standard 
Specifications  are  complied  v/ith  air3  a  certificate  issued.  vrLth  the 
materials  to  tills  effect.  These  products  are  sampled  regularly  at  the 
source,  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  and  expense  of  sampling  within  tho 
City. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  also  Shops  Act  InsiDoctors  and 
investigate  the  hours  worked  by  young  persona,  tho  enforcement  of  the^ 
early  closing  hours,  meal  times,  etc,,  and  the  provisions  of  the  ^blio 
Health  Act  which  include  ventilation,  temiierature  and  the  provision  of 
sanitary  conveniences,  I4  (compared  with  60  last  year)  inspections 
under  this  act  wore  made  of  various  types  of  shops,  as  follows:—

"workplaces")  which  have  been  inspected,  have  also  received  attention  and, 
in  some,  improvonBnts  have  been  effected.

employees  in  shops,  offices  and  places  of  pul^lic  QJitortainimnt  is  long 
overdue .

The  Market  Place 

Inspections  of  the  Market  Stalls  are  made  xm.th  a  view  to  observing 
the  sale  of  unsound  food  and  also  compliaiTce  with  the  Meat  Rogula.tions, 
Food  Handling  Byelaws  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  vdiich  became 
operative  on  the  first  of  January,  1956,  The  main  points  in  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  relating  to  stalls  arcs  the  prevention  of  contami¬ 
nation  by  keeping  open  food  off  the  ground,  prohibiting  the  use  of 
unclean  wrapping  pa.per  and  newspaper  in  contact  with  foodj  keeping 
stalls  clean  and  in  good  repairi  screenigg  meat  and.  fish  stalls  and  the 
provision  of  hand  •\,p.3hing  facilities  at  stalls  selliiog  open  food  for 
immediate  consumption. 

In  connection  with  the  last  item,  arrangements  were  made  for 
supplying  hot  water  from  the  Market  conveniences  at  a  nominal  charge  to 
those  stalls  not  wishing  to  provide  insulated  \^rater  containers. 

Offensive  Trades 

There  is  only  one  such  trade  carried  on  \d.thin  the  City,  visJ  a 
marine  store.  The  promises  are  regularJj-  inspected  and  are  generally 
kept  clean,  tidy,  and  free  from  vermin. 
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153  inspeotions  (with  310  additioml  visits)  of  the 
within  the  City  proved  the  need  for  rogiLLor  inspect  ions,  partic  c  y 
regarding  the  disposal  of  vAste  water  and  refuse,  and  the  ^

A  good  deal  of  the  ico-croam  r.nde  in  tho  City  is  sent  to  other  towns 
and  althoiigh  few  ui^sativsfactory  results  of  samples  taken  by  other  local 
authorities  were  received,  it  is  a  matter  of  concern  that  more  time 
could  not  be  devoted  to  the  suiDervision  of  plant  and  records  v;hich  such 
a  product  demands.  This,  of  course,  is  all  tho  more  necessary  at  the 
very  time  of  the  year  when  staff  are  on  holiday  and  other  demands  on 
their  time,  i.e.  meat  inspection,  must  be  met. 


The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 

These  Regulations  tocame  operative  at  the  beginning  of  195^,  and 
the  groat  majority  of  the  food-preparing  premises  and  probably  more  than 
half  the  food  shops  in  the  City  have  been  inspected  with  a  view  to 
compliance  with  the  Regulations.  No  organised  courses  of  lectures  on 
the  hygienic  handling  of  food  v;ero  held  during  the  year,  but  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  did  their  utmost,  with  the  time  on  district  work 
available,  to  make  frequent  visits  to  food-].:)reparinff  premises  under  the 
above  Regulations  and  the  Council’s  Byelaws  with  respect  to  the  hardling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  of  teaching 
food  handlers  tho  necessity  of  hygienic  practices  and  many  improvements 
have  been  effected  in  equipment  and  promises,  vide  page  21. 


One  food  shop  wa.s  completely  rebuilt  vath  granolithic  floors, 
modern  sanitary  conveniences,  vjash  hand  basins  vath  constant  hot  and 
cold  water,  enlarged  preparation  rooms  and  storage  fo.cilities,  increased 
lighting,  both  natural  and  artificial,  provided. 


One  butcher's  shop  wa_s  completely  modernised  and  the  preparation 
and  cutting-up  rooms  enlarged.  Impervious  flooring  was  insisted  on  and 
eventually  provided.  Walls  wero  tiled  and  modern  hygienic  fitments 
provided • 

A  total  of  545  (compared  with  501  in  1956)  inspections  (with  114 
additional  visits)  of  these  and  other  food  premises  v.^re  made  during

PEAT  EISFECTION 


The  abattoir  "vjas  opened  in  1954  the  regular  hours  of  slaughter 
are  7  a.m.  -  5  p.n,  widi  emergency  slauf'hter  outside  hours  and  at  week¬ 
ends  as  required.  Mr.  P,  Bradwoll  is  porranently  engaged  as  neat 
inspector  and  two  of  the  district  inspectors  work  also  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  day  in  alterirte  weeks.  This  arrangement  is  satisfactory 
for  efficient  neat  inspection  but  seriously  interrupts  the  vjork  of  the 
district  inspectors,  as  noted  on  page  27. 

The  number  of  animals  killed  (43,951)  increased  by  9,620  over  the 
previous  year  and  b\^  14,363^  over  1955.  Iho  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
rose  slightly  to  9.03^  in  cows  -  probably  due  to  the  nirnbers  of 
reactors  sent  in  for  sl^mghtor  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order:  22 
carcasao  urd  72  parts  of  carcases  out  of  a  total  of  1,041  cows  being 
condemned  for  this  infection  alone.  The  incidence  for  this  disease 
(2.04^)  rornined  approxiimately  the  sane  for  pigs  as  in  ptrevious  years. 
Tuberculosis  has  a'.b.mys  boon  the  most  coiiimon  disease  in  cattle  and  pigs 
and  figures  are  given  separately  for  this  disease. 


vJlicnovcr  a  nirabor  of  aninols  from  the  same  farm  are  found  to  be 
affected  wiih  tuberculosis  the  facts  arc  reported  to  the  Animl  Health 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  a  view 
to  the  investigation  of  coaditions  at  the  farm,  thereby  helping  to 
chock  the  spread  of  the  disease.
